DETROIT <U PI)—Nearly two 
;dozen noisy dem onstrators were 
turned away from the Masonic 
’Auditorium Friday night where 
they chanted in protest to the 
appearance of a Russian orches­ 
tra. 
The demonstrators, who called 
themselves members of ‘ Break­ 
through” a local far-right or­ 
ganization. had tried to carry a 
flag-draped coffin to the front 
row of the auditorium. 


Auditorium Manager Clarance 
W. Van Lopik, refused to let the 
demonstrators 
enter 
with 
the 
coffin. He was backed up by 
two policemen who five minutes 
later received nearly a dozen 1 
reinforcements. 


The demonstrators then stood 
outside the auditorium as the 
crowd filed in and chanted such 
things 
as 
“ Help 
m urder our 
American boys," and “Tickets 
on the left for contributions to 
the Viet Cong."

Hoff a Denied New Trial 
In Jury Tampering Case 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. (UPI) 
—Federal Judge Frank Wilson, 
accused of bias and prejudice 
by James Hoffa, Friday denied 
a plea from a Teamster Inter­ 
national Union President for a 
new jury tampering trial, 


Wilson said the motion “is 
without merit.” 


The president of the nation’s 
most powerful union was con­ 
victed here March 8, 1964, in a 
case growing out of a Nash* 
ville conspiracy mistrial. 


He also had c barged U.S. 
Marshals had supplied prosti­ 
tutes to the jury which was 
49 "locked up’* for the eight week

trial. 


Several weeks ago Wilson de­ 
nounced as “patient perjury” 
Hoffa’s 
charges. 
There 
have 
been reports there will be a 
grand jury investigation of af­ 
fidavits submitted with the new 
trial motion. 


Hoffa, facing an eight-year 
prison sentence, and a $10,000 
fine, has until early December 
to file a U.S. Supreme Court 
appeal. 


He failed in his appeal to the 
U.S. 6th Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals last July.

Five days ago Hoffa was re­ 
elected president of his home 
Local 299 in Detroit as factions 
of the union has flocked to his 
support.

burst into flame and sank early 
today. 
A 
spokesman

ship owners said “ apparently” 
no 
lives 
were 
lost,

100 persons were 
unaccounted for. 


The ship, the S. S. Yarmouth 
Castle, 
sailed

Miami bound for Nassau in the 
Bahamas with an estimated 550 
persons aboard, about 450 of 
them passengers. 


Visible 20 Miles 
Fire 
erupted 
aboard 
the 
vessel, apparently in the for­ 
ward 
section,

EST, 
the flames 
shooting so 
high into the black Atlantic sky 
that they w'ere visible to ships 
20 miles away. Burning all the 
way 
to

Yarmouth Castle stayed afloat 
about four hours until 6:03 a.m. 
when it slid beneath the waves. 


“ It was horrible, just horri­ 
ble,” said one of the injured 
survivors, Mrs. Betty Barkin of 
Miami Beach, Fla.

Kimpton said that while lie wislies our campus 
beatniks would bathe and shave more often, this lonjr- 
haired frinjre amonjr our students isn’t any more num­ 
erous than the wearers of coonskin coats in the 1920s, 
and not ti'uly representative of the American college 
student todav. 


Rut behind such extremists are .some new attitu(h'S 
which seem to be fairly widespread amonpr the entire 
student boy. “Thei’e appears to be a strong: element of 
selflessness in the aspi)-ations of jnany on today’s 
campuses, in terms of wantinjr to serve a cause, to l)uild 
a better world.” said Kimpton. 


Unfortunately, some of the more airp^ressive of 
these student protesters seem to think that tlie quickest 
way to build a better world is to tear down every insti­ 
tution in it. If the students who demand the ripfht to run 
their universities were allowed to do it the I’esult would 
be chaos, of course. 


Father IIesburgh set it dow'n simply at Notre Dame. 
“Your primary role as students here is to learn, not to 
teach,” he said. “Students who think otherwise sliould 
go out, found their own universities, and then take les­ 
sons from their students.”

Kimpton ihink.s some of tlie ci'iticism of students 
protesting the war in Viet Nam is intemperate. “If all 
they are doing: is voicinif an opinion, this is surely their 
riirht, however little we may happen to think of that 
opinion.” 


He finds wholesome and laudable the higher intel­ 
lectual outlook on the campus today. Fifteen years a?fn 
a national survey of college seniors showed their chief 
ambitions were to work for a company with a fat pen­ 
sion system, to acquire an attractive suburban liome and 
nice kids. This isn’t what industry wants in its young 
executives, any more than it is the kind of persons the 
colleges are trying to turn out.

The bu.sines.s community, suggests Kimpton. is 
more concerned with the student regard for industiial 
activity than with current student protests. “.Somehow 
they seem to equate coi-porate activity with .sterility.” 

“Careers in government service, in teach­ 
ing, in research, in social work— or in practically any 
area you can name that is not associated with business 
— are coming to take on a more magic aura. 


“The corpoi’ation is draped in gray flannel robes 
of alleged cupidity and heai’tlessness. but what is more 
sui"prising is the myopia of many of the .so-called intel­ 
lectuals who display a consistent bias against l)usiness 
institutions. Surrounded by the most widespread com­ 
petitive commercial conflict in history, numerous leai'n- 
cd economists and government attorneys lie a w a ke at 
night haunted by specters of dying competition, while 
many a union .spokesman still rides into negotiations 
armed with basic economic views wliich predate the 
child la W laws.
